Conti nui ng hi s journey to 
Ladue, he made a thorough i nvesti ­ 
gati on at that poi nt and found evi ­ 
dence suffi ci ent to arouse hi s sus­ 
pi ci ons that all was not ri ght wi th 
hi s daughter’s good name.

day he recei ved a telegram from
